Applicant's election without traverse of Species I in the reply filed on June 27, 
2005 is acknowledged. 

2. Applicant has indicated that the claims associated with the elected species are 1- 
3 and 10. Claims 4-9 and 11-14 are withdrawn from consideration. Claim 10 recites the 
carrier bottom wall as having tubular parts with shaping wires inserted therein, and this 
feature does not appear to be associated with the elected species (figures 1-4). As 
such, claim 10 is additionally withdrawn from consideration as being directed to material 
not within the elected species.

6. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Kassai 
(US 4,317,581, cited by applicant). Kassai teaches a stroller having a body with a pair of 
front legs (3) a pair of rear legs (4) right and left connecting bars (18) connecting the 
front and rear legs, and forming a seat support; a handle (12) connected to the rear legs 
(at 14, 15), a carrier basket (206) made from a pliable material (cited as being a fabric, 
and thus inherently understood to be sewn), supported by L-shaped basket holding rods 
(204) connected to the right and left connecting bars (through 14, 15), so as to extend 
rearward (figure 1); the bent ends being spaced apart and facing each other with the 
upper rearmost portion of the basket connecting there-between, wherein an upper part 
of the rear of the carrying basket is connected to the holding rods, the right and left 
basket holding rods being pivotally connected (at 205) to lower parts of the handle 
(through 14, 15). 

Conclusion 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Schenkman (US 3,100,652), Woods (US 4,132,429), Kassai (US 
4,272,100), Witherell (US 4,369,987), Harvey (US 4,618,184), Meyer (US 4,684,149), 
Bell (US 4,765,644), Liu (US 5,197,753), and Japanese Patent Document JP 56-25980 
teach stroller devices of pertinence.
